A  Magical  Performance. 

Ou  Wednrsdiiy  eveuing  Miiii^u4.  X  uingii'- 
iauo^our  own  towu  gave  n  uiystific.itiou 
performnuce  in  Central  Hall.  The  follow¬ 
ing  tricks  besides  a  great  many  others  were 
given  :  A  bosket  trick  performed  by  swords, 
a  man  inside  of  a  basket  nud  nine*  swords 
thrust  through  the  basket  in  different  places 
and  after  the  swords  were  removed  the  wau 
appeared  nnharined.  In  the  iron  cage  x 
ray  hat,  Mingns  wr.s  secured  in  a  bag  with 
his  hands  tied  behiud  him  and  locked  iu  a 
cage  w^th  heavy  irou  bnrsaud  in  a  few  min¬ 
utes  he  appeared  outside  of  the  cage  which 
was  still  locked,  and  he  still  iu  the’bng. 
Tbe  electric  box  trick  consisted  iu  tbe  ex¬ 
hibition  of  a  heavy  irou-bouud  wooden  box, 
which  was  firmly  locked  uud  tied  with  rope 
and  canvas,  and  placed  in  the  tent  which 
was  the  scene  of  Mingus’  transformations. 
He  himself  entered  and  after  tbe  space  of 
one  minnto  and  some  seconds  the  box  was 
exposed  to  view  tfitb  the  magician  held 
•prisouer  iu  the  box  which  remained  tied 
and  locked.  Iu  the  bird  cage  trick,  a  brass 
gage  was  bung  up,  then  three  birds  tijken 
out,  placed  iu  a  paper  bag,  aud  by  menu*  of 
a  pistol  the  bag  was  shot  into  pieces  but  tbe 
birds  appeared  back  in  the  cage,  a  distauce 
of  four  feet,  unharmed.  Mingos  borrowed 
three  rings,  and  placed  the  same  iu  a  pistol 
und  shot  theuf'acroas  the  Btage  where  they 
entered  into  a  pie  which  was  cut  open  and 
abptot  ^  dozen  birds  flew  out  of  it  with  riugs 
tial  to  three  of  the  birds'  wiDga  with  rib¬ 
bon.  In  the  fish  trick  Mingus  secured  a 
trout  fly  to  a  fish  line  with  pole  Bwung  it 
through  the  air,  hooked  a  goldfish,  removed 
from  the  hook,  placed  it  iu  the  water  aud 
it  began  to  swim. 

Those  mentioned  are  the  only  ones  of 
their  kind  ever  performed  before,  and  man¬ 
ifested  marked  coolness  nnd  skill  on  the 
part  of  the  performer.  This  was  Mingus' 
first  appearance  before  the  public  and  it  was 
a  success.  The  ball  was  partly  filled  and 
nearly  every  body  went  away  pleased.
